EDT) 
when Israel and United Nations 
observers reported the Arabs struck 
into Israel on two fronts. The Arabs 
accused Israel of starting the war 
and pledged to continue it until all 
occupied lands are liberated from 
Israeli occupation.

Senate calls for 
cease-fire in Mideast 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The Senate, with only half a dozen members 
attending, approved a resolution today calling for a cease-fire in the Middle 
East and a withdrawal of Egyptian forces back across the Suez Canal. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield and Republican Leader Hugh 
Scott introduced the measure and won swift approval by voice vote with 
little debate. 
It expressed the "sense of the Senate that we deplore the outbreak of the 
tragic hostilities in the Middle East and that we support the use of the good 
offices of the United States by the President and the secretary of state to 
urge the participants to bring about a cease-fire and a return of the parties 
involved to lines and positions occupied by them prior to the outbreak of 
current hostilities...” 
Mansfield said he had not contacted administration officials about the 
resolution but assumed it would meet with their approval 
Scott told the Senate that the war should be ended "without any gain to 
any aggressor.”

HOUSTON (UPI) -Two long­ 
haired youths, flanked by armed

least 27 young boys. The judge said 
they would face separate trials. 
Police said the suspects, Elmer

Brooks, dressed in white jail 
dungarees, a white shirt and tennis 
shoes, followed the same pattern. 
He entered the courtroom, pleaded 
"not guilty” to four counts of 
murder, and left through a side door 
without saying another word.

is “ the strongest mayor in 
the world,” is confident he 
can fulfill an ancient legend 
predicting a royal future 
The white haired mayor 
of Champ, Mo., has been in 
training 
for 
weeks 
in 
preparation to lift a 5,000- 
pound stone. 
Bangert 
became 
interested in the project last 
summer when he learned of 
the legend that anyone who 
moves the “ Haha stone” 
will become king of Hawaii 
The last person to move it 
was King Kamehameha the 
Great back in the late 1700s 
Bangert, 50, has been 
hoisting seven men off the 
ground in preparation for 
the big event Friday. And he 
is confident he is able to 
duplicate 
Kamahameha's 
feat. 
Bangert’s campaign for 
the kingship ran into trouble 
at city hall when he first 
wrote for permission to 
attempt the lift. 
Bruce 
McCall, 
the 
managing director of the 
island of Hawaii where the 
lava stone is located, said 
‘‘many 
people 
would 
strongly resent even an 
attempt to lift the stone and 
would be furious if you did 
succeed in turning it over.” 


Not one to be discouraged, 
the 
260-pound, 
6-foot-5 
Bangert decided to have a 
duplicate cast at a concrete 
yard here. 


Bangert said the replica 
actually 
weighs 
a 
few 
pounds more than the actual 
Haha stone. 


“ I’m going to prove that 
the legend is correct and 
that Kamahameha could 
have moved the stone,” he 
said. 


“The genius of this guy is 
that he figured out a way to 
do it that nobody has been 
able to duplicate,” Bangert 
said. 
“ I ’m 
sure 
he 


recognized 
the 
charac­ 
teristics of that stone with 
its 
pivotal 
points 
in 
relationship to himself. 
"He had an affinity for 
rocks and so do I." 
Bangert plans to use a 
harness 
and 
said 
“ Kamehameha 
probably 
used 
a 
rope 
over 
his 
shoulders.” 


Bangert is certain that 
Kamahameha didn’t move 
the stone with his bare 
hands and that he didn t lift 
all 5,000 pounds of it. 
“ I studied that stone just 
the way I’m sure he did. 
Bangert said. “ It’s in a 
banana 
shape 
with 
the 
pivotal 
point 
near 
the 
middle. 


“ I figure you have to lift 
only 2,000 pounds to get it up 
on its pivotal point and turn 
it,” he said.

Run for White House

NEW YORK - The presidential 
campaign of 1976 has to all intents 
and purposes already begun Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller of New York and 
Gov. Ronald Reagan of California 
are all but avowed candidates for 
the nomination of the Republican 
party. This may be good for the 
mimeograph companies and the 
publicists 
who 
live 
off 
press 
releases, statements and speeches, 
but there is surely a question about 
the wisdom of so early a start on an 
election certain to be turbulent. 
Most of Rocekfeller’s associates 
are convinced he will not run next 
year for a fifth term as governor 
Instead he will devote his resources 
and his time to 
pursuing the 
presidency. 
This will 
be 
a 
considerable 
gain. 
Since 
estimated that in winning a 
term three years ago he 
upward of $15 million 
Moreover, 
the 
conviction 
among 
political pros is that 
1974 promises to be 
chancy for the ins of 
whatever 
party. 
While 
Rockefeller 
could 
in 
all 
probability 
get a 
fifth term — the 
Democrats in the 
state are leaderless 
— he would risk for 
no good reason all 
he has achieved 
And, despite his persistent enemies, 
that achievement is formidable. 
Rockefellers approach to 
’76 
differs from Reagan’s as day from 
night The New York governor is 
going about the country speaking to 
high-level groups about America’s 
problems and what must be done to 
master them if we are to move into 
a third century as a free people. 
To the America Political Science 
Association convention and to town 
halls 
around 
the 
country 
he 
discusses 
his 
proposal 
for 
commission on critical choices. He 
is presently engaged in enlisting 
high-level men and women to serve 
on this commission and also raise 
the money, at least $4 million, to 
finance it from government and the 
foundations 
He takes this with the solemn, 
almost evangelical seriousness that 
reflects 
one 
facet 
of 
his 
temperament. Turning in its report 
in 1976, the bipartisan commission 
will set the tone for the bicentennial 
observance 
of 
Am erica’s 
independence. 
It 
will also put 
Rockefeller front and forward as the 
nation’s problem solver. 
Rockefeller is well aware of his 
fundamental error in his three 
previous tries at the presidency. As 
he put it recently, he had the polls 
but 
Richard 
Nixon and 
Barry 


Goldwater had the delegates. What 
you need, he was told by a friend, is 
someone 
who 
knows 
the 
congressional 
districts 
of 
this 
country like the palm of his hand; 
someone like, say, Melvin Laird. A 
forthcoming move will be to enlist 
such an adjutant. 


For many long-term Republicans 
at the delegate level Rockefeller 
looks too liberal, too much the ideal 
of 
the 
eastern 
seaboard 
establishment. 
His 
associates 
consider that one offset to this is in 
the tough drug-abuse law that the 
governor sponsored. For certain 
hard-drug offenses it provides life 
sentences 
without 
parole. 


Rockefeller can show that the tough 
law has already brought a drop in 
drug crimes. 


But this is incidental to his 
emphasis on the lead the state has 
taken in his 15 years as governor in 
education, housing, clean water, 
pollution 
control, 
welfare. 
In 
contrast, Reagan blows up his tax- 
ceiling constitutional amendment 
and his demand for an end to 
welfare chiseling. 


Speaking to the Town Hall of 
California in Los Angeles the other 
day, Rockefeller described how, in 


effect, he had socialized the whole 
rail-commuter 
transportation 
system serving New York City. That 
had become a necessity as fares 
threatened to jump to prohibitive 
levels under private operation. On 
the ballot in November is a $3.5 
billion transportation bond issue, 
with 61 per cent for highways. 


The Rockefeller approach to ’76 
follows 
a 
familiar 
pattern. 
Beginning in 1957 a series of reports 
on the nation and the world bore the 
Rockefeller imprimatur. They were 
prepared under the direction of 
Henry A. Kissinger, when on the 
Harvard 
faculty, 
who 
had 
a 
principal hand in writing them as 
well. Rockefeller was jubilant when 
his long-time associate and friend, 
Kissinger, at his side during his 1968 
search for delegates, was named 
secretary of state. 
One thing Reagan and Rockefeller 
have in common — they are careful 
to 
skirt 
around 
the 
mess 
in 
Washington. 
The 
New 
York 
governor 
makes 
only 
oblique 
references to the “ cloud presently 
hanging over the conduct of public 
affairs.” 
They 
are 
obviously 
counting on no help from he 
beleaguered 
Nixon-Agnew 
administration

Common ground by Steve La Rue 
A brown Christmas 


The electrical energy crisis, such 
as it is, may well come rolling 
through Lompoc this winter. 
And people who know say it could 
conceivably impact with curtailed 
neon and other sign lighting at night, 
cut 
back 
recreational 
lighting, 
media campaigns to plea with the 
people to turn out the lights and, 
most appalling of all, a possible ban 
on 
lighted 
Christmas 
street 
decorations. 
The fact is that 
Pacific 
Gas 
and 
Electric, 
which 
sells 
power 
to 
Lompoc’s 
municipal electrical 
system, will on Oct. 
15 
present 
recommendations 
to 
the 
California 
Public 
Utilities 
Commission 
for 
“ conservation 
of 
energy and 
residential, 
commercial 
and 
industrial 
measures.” 
Utility 
spokesman Kit Newton declined 
Thursday to be specific. 
He agreed, though, after stressing 
the 
need 
for 
voluntary 
watt- 
watching, that what’s happened in 
Oregon could well take place in 
California— a ban on illuminated 
night signing made unavoidable by a 
power shortage. 
The worst that could happen, 
Newton said, would be “ rolling 
blackouts” in which block areas 
take turns in the darkness. He 
assured, though, that the giant 
utility 
wouldn’t 
pick 
on 
municipally-owned 
systems 
like 
Lompoc’s. 
The Lompoc City Council has 
asked the city staff to look into 
reducing 
our municipal energy 
usage from 10 to 20 per cent. The 
task has fell to Dustin Griffith, 
assistant 
administrative officer, 
and he has pointed to reduced city 
recreational lighting, and working 
with merchants to leave their 
interior lights off at night. 
But Griffith says that in general, 
reductions in city power usage will 
be reflected in equal reductions in 
city service to the people. Street 
lights, he says, should stay, for 
example. 
PG&E's facilities could turn out 
all the power that their service area 
could squander, if they only had the 
fuel. 
But the power crisis looms before 
us now because the utility’s chosen 
present fuel, natural gas, is running 
out, and their choice for a future 
source, nuclear power, has taken 
much longer than anticipated to 
come on the line because of doubts 
over its safety that still linger. 
The 
critical 
blows 
came 
in 
Canada, El Paso, Texas; at a place 
called 
Rancho 
Seco 
near 
Sacramento and at Diablo Canyon, 
north of Avila Beach. 
The utility, Newton narrated, was 
sure of an ample supply of natural 
gas in late 1971 and were counting on 
their own nuclear power plant at 
Diablo to begin generation in 1974 
and a municipally-owned plant at 
Rancho Seco to do the same, 
providing a back-up source. 
But the Canadian government 
curtailed sales of gas from within 
that country because of the fear that 
there was no longer enough for 
Canadians. This happened in Nov. 
71. 
A year later, the Federal Power 
Commission delivered the second of 
a three punch combo by handily 


trimming the already contracted 
amount of gas which could be 
delivered to California by the El 
Paso Natural Gas Co. It was needed 
elsewhere, they said. 
Then, 
the 
F.P.C. 
issued 
a 
statement naming steam electric 
plants the lowest priority for U.S. 
natural gas use. This, Newton said, 
will force the California utility into 
a large conversion to oil burning. 
But oil, as we know, isn’t that 
abundant 
either 
and 
Newton 
estimates 
that 
the 
resulting 
curtailment in PG&E power service 
will reach 13 per cent in 1974, 22 per 
cent in 1975 and back to 18 perc cent 
in 1976 as the nuclear power plants 
begin to take up the slack. 
It bears mentioning here that, 


lying practically dormant under 
135,000 acres of the Geysers dry 
steam fields near Sonoma, is, by the 
utility’s reckoning, a geothermal 
source equal to the utility's entire 
1969 electrical output. It’s just never 
been fully developed. 
No one wants to be the ogre to 
make the suggestion, but they admit 
that obviously lighted Christmas 
decorations this season are a long 
shot — a cruel irony in light of the 
$12,000 the city and the chamber of 
commerce has just put down for a 
new set of illuminated Yule street 
decorations. 


But that, Virginia, is why there 
may 
not 
be 
Christmas 
lights 
downtown this year.

Tying the knot 


If Santa Barbara County ever 
grows to more than 600,000 souls (it 
is presently about 275,000 souls), 
couples wanting to get married 
won’t have a bit of trouble finding 
somebody to tie the knot. 
A bill was signed by Governor 
Reagan last week that went 
unnoticed in most of the press. The 
bill, 
by 
Assemblyman 
Alister 
McAlister, authorizes counties of 
600,000 or more to designate the 
county clerk a commissioner of civil 
marriages The clerk may in turn 
appoint deputy commissioners with 
the same power to confer legal 
matrimony upon those so inclined. 
And who might be 
appointed 
deputy 
commissioners? 
McAlister 
says 
anybody 
in 
the 
county 
cle rk ’s 
office could qualify. 
Although 
it 
isn’t 
probable, one might 
even have the knot 
tied by a newly- 
designated 
deputy 
commissioner who, 
only 
moments 
before, had been a 
secretary 
or 
the 
janitor. 
The bill was deemed necessary 
because in the larger counties, 
thousands of couples each year, 
because of interfaith marriages, 
inability to qualify for a marriage 
with one church or another, or 
personal reasons, desire to have a 
civil ceremony performed by a 
judge or justice of the peace. In 
order to do so, they have to crowd in 
to see a judge at lunch time and 
usually a hurried and undiginified 
ceremony results. 
The legislation is permissive and 
requires the board of supervisors to 
make 
an 
official 
finding 
that 
conditions require the availability of 
commissioners of civil marriages. 


Several weeks back we wrote a 
column about Timothy Leary, the 
high priest of the drug culture, now 
serving time in a State Corrections 
Unit. We said that Leary was active 
and heading an organization seeking 
to initiate some radical changes in 
prisons We questioned how Leary 
was being allowed to head such an 
organization while a prisoner.
